Gladstone, “the grand old man,”’’ 
made a riuging protest against the 
Coercion bill in the House of Com- 
mons Thureday evening. He has 
seen more parliamentary life than 
auy other man in the House, but 
he never knew of so grave a state 
of affairs. It was due to the ex- 
treme abuse of power by the major- 
ity, which, if persisted in, would 
leave behind a sense of intolera- 
ble wrong. The yoke thus put on 
the neck of the House could not be 
borne patiently. The position of 
affairs was very different from 
what it was when the Coercion bill 
of 1881 was passed. No papers 
were before the House now, nor 
was there any indication of the na- 
ture of the proposed Government 
measure. Heretofore in asking 
special legislation for dealing 
with crime in Ireland the Min- 
isters had cited the _ terrible 
prevalence of crimes threatening 
social order. Was that the case 
now. No. Ths House has been 
told that the number of agrarian 
offenses prior to the passage of 
Forster’s Coercion Act exceeded 
the highest number since. The 
crime then, however, was of a dif- 
ferent character from that which 
the Government now fought, The 
present crime consisted in combin- 
ing to resist a certain reduction of 
rent. Even the evidence which 
the Government put before the 
House related to demands for a just 
abatement of rent. Never had any 
former Coercion Act been resisted 
by a majority of members from Ire- 
land. Now there was a protest 
against coercion from an over- 
whelming majerity of Irish mem- 
bers. Had the Government any 
just claim for demanding coercion 
or urgency for a new represeive 
measure? 


The supplanting of the narrow 
by the standard guage width of rail- 
road tracks goes .on quietly but 
steadily. Attention is called by the 
New Orleans TZimes-Democrat to 
the gradual extinction of the nar- 
row-guage system at the south, 
where at one time it was preferred 
to the broad gauge.

The Cambrige crew at 
once took the head, rowing »with a 
slightly more rapid stroke than the 
Oxfords. At the end of the first mile, 
the Cambrige boat was half a length 
ahead, the race having been stub- 


Oxford then spurted and to this the 


Cambrige men responded instantly 
and effectively, so that at the Ham- 
mersmith bridge, nearly two miles 
from the start, they had increased 
their lead to a whole boat —— 
Here the Oxford again put forth a 
fresh burst and drew up, but managed 
to cut down only a part of the lead 
againstthem. At Chiswick, Oxford 


that the Cambrige men, in their 
effort to retain their lead, rowed 
little wildly, and finally splashed, but 
they recovered ;themselves immedi- 
ately and by supreme efforts, made up 
their loss and regained their length of 
a lead which had been somewhat cur- 
tailed, although their boat rolled a 
good deal under the inequality of the 
efforts of thecrew.
